No freight business was dono and 
passenger traffic was nearly at a stiuidstlll 
In.the afternoon tho engineers, iircmen anc 
switchmen o£ tho Pittsburgh & Fort TVayi 
went out on strilco because that road hai 
received a transfer ol! curs from tho liur 
llnjrton" tracks durlnjr tho foronoou. Othei 
roads are expecting trouble, as tho Bivdlns: 
ton officers 
aro determined upon de- 


manding their assistance in raising 
freight blockade in its own yards. Should 
tho roads rofuso they lay themselves liable 
to heavy damages under tho Inter-State 
law, whilo a Ronoral Btrlko Is certain to fol- 
low a compliance with tho Turlington's de- 
mands. 


Tho striko ou tho Pan-Handle road only 


lasted from 7 until 8 o'clock Saturday 
morning. An explanation of tho company 
reasons for handling liurlinjrton cars was 
demanded, and proving satisfactory tho 
mon returned to work.

NHITOIV EKcnpo from Dotith ol' a Coroner 


Wlio Took a Good Whlfl*. 


A Noxv York coroner narrowly escaped 


death from sniffing at a bottle from which 
u woman suicido bad taken prussio acid. 
Ho thus described his sensations to a New 
York 
'felcijram 
reporter: "I passed, tho 


vial'WO found back and forth under my 
uose three or four limosand got a good sniff 
ol' tho acid. -It had a sweet-almond flavor, 
pungent, and not at all disagreeable. Then 
I passed the bottle to Dr. Tcrriberry and 
ho tool; u sniff. I noticed that ho was grow- 
ing pale. Then I began to feel faint and 
weal: myself. Dr. Torriberry aud I clutched 
each other and reeled. J-jithcr would have 
fallen without tho support .of the other. I 
held on to him and called for fresh air. Wo 
wcro led to the door and down two or thrco 
(lights of stairs. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that I drew my breath. My con- 
sciousness was perfect, but I had no 
control of my arms or hands or of my 
lower limbs. When I tried to stop I raised 
my feet two feet from tho ground, and when 
I tried to fee! my puslo I couid not -jso my 
hands; I noticed that tlio blood had loft tho 
finger-nails and that my hands wero white 
us chalk. All through rny body it seemed 
us though, the blood wero "driving toward- 
my heart. How I got to the drug store I 
don't know. A young man there said sul- 
phate of magnesia was an antidote for prus- 
sic acid, but it jsu't.
